"The  Captain  Charles  Leonard  House" 

Listed  in  the  National  Rgeister  of  Historic  Places 


Back  in  the  early  1800s,  at 
the  end  of  an  all  day  stage 
coach  trip  from  Hartford 
over  dusty  dirt  roads  many 
weary  travelers  stopped 
over  night  at  a  lovely  tavern 
run  by  Charles  Leonard  and 
now  known  by  his  name  the 
Captain  Charles  Leonard 
House.  He  was  known  by  his 
neighbors  as  the  farmer  who 
graduated  from  Harvard. 
His  wife  was  a  descendant  of 
the  Bodurtha  Family. 

Since  those  days  the  house 
changed  hands  several 
times  and  was  finally  pur¬ 
chased  by  Mrs.  Minerva 
Davis  who  restored  it' in  1939 
and  entrusted  it  to  a  Board  of 
Trustees  who  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  its  financial 
security  and  maintenance  as 
a  community  headquarters 


for  Agawam. 

On  March  10,  1975,  the 
Leonard  House  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places 
where  it  takes  its  place  as 
the  only  house  so  designated 
in  Agawam  and  is  thus 
assured  to  be  a  permanent 
land  mark  for  years  to  come. 

It  is  the  home  of  the 
Agawam  Senior  and  Junior 
Womens  Club,  the  Agawam 
Historical  Society,  the  Bible 
Study  group,  the  Agawam 
Bridge  Club  and  many  other 
local  and  area  groups. 

The  Agawam  Womens 
Club  Centennial  Committee 
has  recently  been  respon¬ 
sible  for  a  complete 
redecorating  of  the  South 
parlor.  The  Historical  Society 


and  the  Lions  Club  have 
contributed  to  the 
redecorating  of  the  Old 
Kitchen  and  the  working 
kitchen. 

Other  clubs  and  in¬ 
dividuals  contribute  to  the 
financial  needs  of  main¬ 
taining  the  Leonard  House 
by  renting  the  various  rooms 
for  meetings,  showers  and 
weddings  held  there. 

The  hosts  at  the  house,  live 
in  one  of  the  apartments  on 
the  second  floor.  They  will 
be  glad  to  set  up  dates  and 
provide  rental  information 
to  individuals  or  groups  who 
are  interested  in  using  the 
House  for  luncheons,  teas, 
dinners,  bridge  parties, 
meetings,  weddings  or  other 
social  gatherings. 


Charter  Commission  Approves 
20%  Voter  Turnout 


In  a  5-4  vote,  the  Charter 
Commission  recommended 
a  charter  revision  man¬ 
dating  a  20  percent  voter 
turnout  will  be  required  to 
make  a  special  referendum 
election  binding. 

During  a  lengthy 
discussion,  Commission 
member  Benjamin  Lockhart 
spoke  against  the  revision  by 
stating  that,  “people  could 
choose  to  stay  home  and 
defeat  a  bill.  If  a  bill  is  voted 
in  by  10  percent  then  the  rest 
of  the  voters  have  no  one  to 
blame  but  themselves.” 

Chairman  Andrew 
Gallano  indicated  that  this 
was  a  “negative  attitude  -

telling  people  to  stay  home.” 
He  went  on  to  say  that  the 
original  Charter  Com¬ 
mission  “might  have 
overlooked  the  minimum 
twenty  percent. 

Commission  member, 
and  Councilor,  Ken  Barnes, 
who  later  voted  against  the 
revision,  indicated  that  a 
majority  of  the  minority 
could  bind  a  special  election 
because  only  40  percent  of 
the  electorate  vote  in  a 
regular  election  and  less 
than  that  in  a  special  elec¬ 
tion.  Walter  Kerr,  also  a 
Commission  member, 
requested  that  Edwin  Gere, 
Commission  consultant  look 
into  the  legality  of  the 
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motion  before  he  would  vote. 
Mr.  Gere  indicated  that  the 
“legislature  does  it  to  one 
community  so  we  can  do  it  in 
Agawam.” 

Commission  member 
Julio  Alvigini  stated  that  the 
minumum  should,  in  his 
opinion,  be  higher,  but  he 
voted  for  the  twenty  percent 
requirement. 

In  other  action  at  the 
meeting  the  Charter 
Commission  asked  Mr.  Gere 
to  look  into  rewriting  the 
Charter  so  that  a  person  with 
a  fourth  or  fifth  grade 
reading  level  could  un¬ 
derstand  the  context  of  the 
various  sections. 

A  recall  proposal  was 
voted  out  unanimously  by 
the  Charter  Commission.  It 
was  felt  by  all  members  that 
it  was  not  required,  that  the 
council  would  take  its  own 
action. 

Upon  recommendation 
from  Ken  Barnes  the 
commission  voted  to  have  all 
rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  a  town  agency 
placed  in  the  clerks  office 
within  three  calendar  days.

On  Wednesday,  May  10, 
the  Agawam  Board  of 
Appeals  convened  at  36  Main 
St.  to  hear  a  petition  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Joseph  DiFlumera 
seeking  a  hardship  variance 
to  reopen  their  store, 
recently  closed  by  a 
Superior  Court  ruling.  The 
meeting  was  promptly 
adjourned  to  the  Middle 
School  Cafeteria  to  ac¬ 
comodate  the  nearly  one 
hundred  people  in  at¬ 
tendance. 

Sitting  on  the  Board  of 
Appeals  are  five  members: 
Ted  Progulski,  Chairman, 
Jerry  Zerra,  John  Julian o, 
Ron  Rivera  and  Richard 
Merchant.  The  Board 
conducted  the  sometimes 
emotional  meeting  in  an 
orderly  and  controlled 
manner,  giving  each  side  an 
equal  chance  to  present  their 
opinions  and  facts  without 
interruption  by  the  crowd. 

Chairman  Progulski 
opened  the  meeting  with  a 
statement  questioning  the 
rationale  behind  the  recent 
stay  of  execution  given  the 
DiFlumeras  by  the  court 
until  May  17,  pending  this 
hearing.  He  also  said  that 
the  situation  was  unique  in 
that  the  Board  of  Appeals 
would  be  in  a  position  of 
overturning  the  Superior 
Court  decision.  He  ex¬ 
pressed  further  reluctance 
to  proceed  with  the  hearing 
until  the  DiFlumeras  had 
exhausted  the  pending 
appeal  to  a  higher  court. 


However,  assurances  given 
by  Attorney  Elio  Bellucci 
that  the  appeal  would  be 
withdrawn,  and  agreement 
by  all  parties  that  the  legal 
merits  already  decided  in 
court  would  not  be  retried, 
the  hearing  was  begun. 

Attorney  Elio  Bellucci, 
representing  the 
DiFlumeras,  opened  his 
case  by  offering  into 
evidence  the  history  of  the 
land  since  1925.  The 
documents,  subpoenad  from 
Building  Inspector  Joseph 
Conte’s  office,  showed  the 
commercial  nature  of  the 
land  and  building.  Mr. 
Conte’s  testimony  traced  a 
history  of  commerical  use 
and  also  the  fact  that  a 
certificate  of  occupancy  had 
never  been  filed  during  the 
several  months  immediately 
preceding  the  purchase  of 
the  premises  by  the 
DiFlumeras.  He  further 
testified  that  the  building 
would  have  no  use,  under 
Agawam’s  current  zoning 
laws,  and  would  be  un¬ 
suitable  for  residential 
habitation. 

Atty.  Bellucci  offered  into 
evidence  a  petition  signed  by 
1566  people  as  evidence  of 
public  good.  He  stated  that 
“public  good  can  be  shown 
by  public  response.”  The 
petition  carried  signatures 
of  1128  Agawam  Feeding 
Hills  residents. 

Atty.  Bellucci  next  stated 
that  the  DiFlumeras  had 
expended  large  sums  of 


money  to  fix  up  the 
establishment  and  had 
transformed  an  “unsafe, 
unsaitary,  deplorable 
condition”  into  a  beautiful 
country  store.  He  cited  the 
need  for  a  general  store  in 
that  vicinity  and  the  area 
acceptance  of  Mrs.  D’s 
Country  Store. 

Atty.  Bellucci  summed  up 
his  arguments  and  asked  the 
Board  of  Appeals  to  grant 
the  variance  because  to  deny 
it  would  result  m  financial 
ruin  for  his  clients;  that  the 
DiFlumeras  had  entered 
into  the  premises  in  good 
faith  based  on  the  opinion  of 
the  building  inspector  and 
had  served  the  best  interests 
of  the  area  and  the  town. 

Atty  Bruce  Clarkin, 
representing  Mrs.  Rose 
Cavanaugh,  spoke  in  op¬ 
position  to  granting  of  the 
hardship  variance.  He  said 
that  the  Board  was  bound  to 
act  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  and  not  the  emotions  of 
the  crowd.  Casing  the  store 
a  “mini  superette”,  he  cited 
the  high  volume,  long  hours 
and  excessive  noise  as 
disturbing  to  his  client.  He 
also  cited  the  speed  of  traffic 
on  Rte  57  and  the  lack  of 
adequate  parking  space  for 
loading  and  unloading. 
Above  all,  he  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  the  land  was  zoned 
A-2  Residential,  which  was 
the  second  highest  type  of 
residential  zoning.  He  stated 
that  it  would  be  wrong  to

allow  a  business  to  operate 
in  A-2.  He  felt  that  it  was 
“pretty  elementary.  How 
can  you  put  a  convenience 
store  in  an  A-2  residential 
zone.  It’s  very  clear  that  a 
variance  cannot  be  granted 
under  the  law.” 

Mr.  Progulski  thanked  the 
members  of  the  audience  for 
their  restraint  during  the 
procedings.  He  stated  that 
this  case,  along  with  the 
Pheasant  Hill  Village 
decision,  were  the  two 
toughest  decisions  the  Board 
has  had  to  face  in  eleven 
years.  He  commended  both 
sides  for  their  presentations 
and  gave  the  parties  in¬ 
structions  for  filing  appeals 
if  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision.  He  also  stated  that, 
by  law,  the  Board  must  hand 
down  their  decision  within 
seventy-five  days.  He  again 
questioned  the  temporary 
stay  as  putting  unreasonable 
pressure  on  the  parties. 

Mr.  Zerra  stated  that  “the 
case  will  be  decided  on  the 
facts  and  not  on  emotion.”

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The  Town  Council,  last  week  voted  12-3  to  approve  the 
third  and  final  reading  of  the  $4-million  bond  issue  to 
finance  the  renovation  andexpansion  of  the  high  school. 

After  six  years  of  planning  and  study,  actual  con¬ 
struction  work  should  begin  in  the  fall.  The  renovation  and 
expansion  are  needed  for  Agawam  High  to  retain  its 
accreditation  The  project  will  receive  fifty  percent 
reimbursement  from  the  state. 

Councilor  Frederick  Nardi,  who  has  opposed  all  of  the 
three  required  hearings  of  the  bond  issue  urged  the 
Council  to  defer  a  final  vote  until  the  school  is  evaluated 
for  accreditation  in  the  fall.  He  also  told  the  Council  that 
his  research  indicated  that  the  high  school  “would  not 
loose  its  accreditation  completely”  if  all  of  the  proposed 
work  were  not  done. 

Business  Direstor  James  Coon,  and  architect  for  the 
project  Alfred  Cusella  had  previously  told  the  Council  that 
the  proposed  renovations  and  expansion  were  the 
minimum  needed  to  retain  accreditation.  Coon  had  also 
pointed  out  previously  that  loss  of  accreditation  would 
make  property  values  in  Agawam  decline  significantly 
noting  that  the  same  situation  has  occurred  in  a  neigh¬ 
boring  town. 

All  fifteen  Council  members  were  present  for  the  vote. 
Those  voting  in  opposition  to  the  bond  issue  were  Coun¬ 
cilors  Nardi,.  Cincotta,  and  Landers. 


In  a  second  session  last  week,  the  Charter  Commission 
tentatively  agreed  to  retain  school  maintenance  personnel 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  town  manager. 

A  proposed  revision  to  return  the  maintenance  per¬ 
sonnel  back  to  the  School  department  failed  to  gain 
enough  support  from  the  Commission. 

Maintenance  funds  are  presently  included  in  the  town 
budget,  and  not  the  school  department.  Chairman  Andrew 
Gallano  pointed  out  that  the  town  seems  “generally 
satisfied”  with  the  system  as  it  presently  exists. 

At  the  same  session,  the  Commission  approved  a 
revision  altering  the  procedure  for  filling  a  vacancy  on  the 
Town  Council  and  the  School  Committee. 

Under  the  proposed  revision,  a  special  election  will  be 
held  to  fill  a  vacancy  if  the  vacancy  occurs  during  the  first 
fifteen  months  of  an  elected  term.  A  vacancy  occurring 
between  the  16th  and  24th  month  will  be  filled  by  the 
candidate  who  received  the  next  highest  vote  total  at  the 
previous  regular  election.

Bobecki;  forty  full  time  fire 
fighters,  and  twenty  call 
men  (volunteers  who  are 
presently  paid  $4.00  per 
hour). 

Firemen  now  work  a  forty 
two  hour  work  week  in  which

Town  Manager,  Peter  efforts  be  directed,  instead, 
Caputo  recently  sent  a  letter  to  the  rate  setting  guideline,

We  recognize  the  difficulty  in  the  Mrs.  D’s  Country 
Store  decision:  there  must  be  a  loser.  A  decision  cannot  be 
reached  which  will  please  all  parties  to  this  matter.  The 
decision  itself  will  come  under  fire  from  an  emotional,  as 
well  as  legal,  standpoint.  However,  we  recognize  the  fact 
that  a  decision  must  be  made. 

We  urge  the  Board  to  grant  the  petition.  We  do  so  for  the 
following  reasons:  Mr.  Conte’s  records  tend  to  prove  the 
historically  commercial  nature  of  the  property.  A  lack  of 
records  tends  to  not  prove  a  legal  use  of  a  residential 
nature,  ie,  a  certificate  of  occupancy  was  never  issued  for 
the  several  months  before  the  DiFlumeras  bought  the 
property.  Further,  on  this  point,  Mrs.  Cavanaugh,  the 
original  plaintiff  in  this  case,  has  acknowledged  in  her 
testimony  that  she  was  aware  of  the  commercial  use  of 
the  property  when  she  bought  her  property  in  June  1973. 
She  cannot  fully  expect  the  owners  of  the  property  to  sell 
their  business  zoned  property  as  something  else  and 
possibly  for  less  money. Of  course  they  would  attempt  to 
sell  it  as  a  piece  of  commercial  property. 

Also,  we  are  informed  that  Mrs.  Cavanaugh  had  been 
offered  the  option  on  the  property  for  a  reasonable  sum 
before  it  was  purchased  by  the  DiFlumeras.  She  declined 
to  purchase. 

We  are  also  inclined  to  believe  the  testimony  of  Mr. 
Bertram  Goodwin,  who  lives  directly  across  the  street, 
when  he  says  that  the  property  has  been  “an  eyesore  for 
the  26  years”  he  has  lived  there.  We  agree  with  him  when 
he  says  that  the  Country  Store  is  a  bargain  when  com¬ 
pared  to  what  they  have  had.  And  possibly  what  they 
might  have  if  the  petition  is  denied. 

Lastly,  and  most  importantly,  we  feel  that  the  Board  of 
Appeals  has  already  addressed  this  question  in  their  1974 
Cogen  decision  when  they  denied  a  hardship  variance  to 
permit  a  “professional  building”  to  operate  on  the 
premises.  They  said  that  they  must  deny  because  the 
inteded  use  was  different  than  the  use  currently  enjoyed, 
namely  a  general  store.  This  decision  was  not  challenged 
by  Mrs.  Cavanaugh  or  any  other  person  involved. 
Apparently,  no  one  thought  the  property  enjoyed  any 
other  use  than  that  of  a  general  store. 

Although  we  believe  the  variance  should  be  granted,  we 
do  feel  that  the  guidelines  involving  hours  should  be  en¬ 
forced.  It  came  out  quite  clearly  in  the  recent  hearing  that 
the  store  was  granted  the  right  to  operate  with  certain 
restrictions.  One  of  these  restrictions  was  a  night  curfew 
because  of  the  excessive  noise.' 

We  do  not  feel  that  this  store  is  any  more  of  a  safety 
hazard  than  any  other  store  on  Springfield  St.  We  believe 
that  the  noise  on  Springfield  St.  and  Southwick  St.  is  ex¬ 
cessive  with  or  without  the  store.  We  don’t  believe  that  the 
DiFlumeras  should  be  made  to  suffer  financial  ruin 
because  of  these  factors.  We  regret  the  inconvience  to 
the  abutting  neighbors  but  we  feel  the  greatest  harm 
would  result  from  a  denial  of  the  petition.

Postal  Packaging 
Regulations 

Agawam  Postmaster 
Robert  R.  DeForge  today 
issued  a  reminder  to  postal 
cutomers  in  Agawam  that  if 
the  Postal  Service’s  new 
packaging  guidelines  are 
followed  they  can  virtually 
eliminate  damage  to  their 
parcels. 

Postmaster  DeForge  said 
that  checks  at  bulk  mail 
plants  show  that  more  than 
80  per  cent  of  all  articles 
damaged  in  the  mails  were 
improperly  packaged. 

While  the  regulations  and 
guidelines  adopted  recently 
by  the  Postal  Service  are 
detailed,  they  boil  down  to 
several  basic  steps  that  can 
help  assure  safe  delivery. 

First,  select  a  strong 
carton.  Use  a  fiberboard  box 
with  the  “bursttest”  number 
printed  on  it. 

If  the  box  says,  for  in¬ 
stance,  125  lbs.  it  can  be  used 
for  mailing  many  types  of 
merchandise  weighing  up.  to 
20  lbs. 

When  a  person  is  shipping 
dense  or  heavy  materials, 
such  as  books,  stronger 
boxes  are  required.  For  10 
lbs.  of  books  the  Postal 
Service  recommends  a  box 
with  a  175-lb.  burst  test. 

The  Postal  Service 
suggests  that  wrapping 
paper  not  be  used  on  car¬ 
tons.  If  a  wrapper  is  tom  or 
lost  in  transit,  the  mailing 
address  can  disappear. 

Further,  the  paper  adds 
nothing  to  the  package’s 
strength. 

The  use  of  masking  and 
cellophane  tapes  for  closing 

or  sealing  is  prohibited.  In  _

As  the  days  get  warmer 
and  warmer,  we  all  enjoy 
the  fragrant  flowers  out¬ 
doors.  Many  people  grow 
plants  indoors,  so  that  they 
may  enjoy  their  flowers  near 
the  kitchen  table  or  on  a 
windowsill.  A  problem 
arises  here.  Often,  plants 
are  slow  to  bloom  in  the 
house.  If  a  house  plant  isn’t 
getting  the  correct  light  and 
fresh  air  circulation  and 
being  fertilized  regularly,  it 
may  never  blossom.  Some 
people  grow  african  violets 
solely  for  the  blooms,  but  get 
only  lots  of  green  leaves.  Try 
adding  one  teaspoon  of 
brown  vineger  to  a  quart  of 
water  and  use  this  solution 
when  watering  your  african 
violets  and  other  plants  that 
should  be  blooming  in  the 
house  and  aren’t.  The 
vinegar  reduces  the 
alkalinity  in  the  water. 
Highly  alkaline  water  often 
will  produce  all  leaves  and 
no  flowers.  Also  try  watering 
such  plants  using  diluted 
leftover  coffee  or  tea.  Dilute 
these  using  one  cup  coffee  or 
tea  in  one  quart  of  water. 
This  will  provide  tanic  acid 
for  plants. 

In  our  coverage  of  some 
common  house  plant  pests, 
the  white  fly  leaves  no  one 
alone.  White  fly  is  a  tiny 
white  flying  insect  that  lives 
on  the  under  sides  of  plant 
leaves.  This  is  also  where  it 
lays  it’s  eggs.  If  a  plant 
becomes  badly  infected,  it  is 
best  disposed  of,  as  this  little 
devil  will  spread  rapidly.  If 
you  discover  only  a  few,  ; 
spray  with  malathion.  i

the  alcohol  will  penetrate  the 
waxy  coating  on  the  insect. 
Now  it  has  been  found,  that 
by  mixing  rubbing  alcohol 
with  chemicals  like 
malathion  or  isotox,  can 
provide  a  much  wider 
spectrum  of  control.  To  mix, 
dilute  the  rubbing  alcohol, 
two  parts  of  alcohol  into  one 
part  water.  Add  this  to  the 
regular  mixture  of 
malathion  or  isotox  for 
houseplants.  Make  sure  that 
you  always  wash  the  con¬ 
tainer  and  your  hands  after 
using  any  insect  control  on 
your  plants. 

If  your  lawn  or  garden  has 
been  the  summer  vacation 
retreat  for  moles  in  the  past, 
here  are  some  things  to  try. 
First,  of  course,  is  ‘Mole 
Not’  sold  at  garden  centers, 
which  is  a  pretty  good  cure, 
provided  the  moles  are 
hungry  enough.  There  ARE 
some  other  ways....  soak  a  j 
kleenex  or  a  rag  with  peanut  ! 
or  olive  oil  and  push  it  into  1 
the  mole  runway.  The  oil 
becomes  rancid  and  ‘stinks’ 
them  out.  Vibration  in  the 
ground  upsets  moles.  Stick  a 
childs  pinwheel  in  several 
spots  around  the  garden. 
The  noise  will  drive  them 
crazy  and  out  of  your  gar¬ 
den.  A  larger  mole  windmill 
called  ‘Klippety-Klop’  is 
designed  for  this  purpose 
also  and  is  sold  at  some 
garden  centers.  If  all  seems 
to  fail,  this  ‘last  resort’  will 
probably  work.  Dig  open  the 
mole  tunnels  regularly  and 
drop  in  dog  droppings.... just 
a  few  in  each  tunnel.  The 
moles  will  surly  take  up 
residence  elsewhere.  If  you 
do  not  own  the  dogs  to  ’ 
provide  this  remedy,  import 
some  from  your  neighbor’s  1 
dog.  I’m  sure  you  agree  that 
anything  is  worth  a  try  when  1 
moles  are  a  problem.
